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SAC Sylvester, New Orleans Office, advised on 
10/1/75, that the New Orleans press on that date carried 
articles in which former FBI clerk, William S. Walter is 
quoted as saying that he has been pressured by the FBI 
this year to furnish a signed statement to the effect that 
he has never seen an alleged 11/17/63 teletype from FBIHQ 
setting forth information that a militant revolutionary 
group might attempt to assassinate President Kennedy In 
Dal las, Texas. 

Waiter is quoted as saying he had requested his 
file in a Freedom of Information request to the FBI and 
Agents have said he can have the file if he furnishes the 
signed statement.
